The recent decision of the supreme 
court to the effect that a corpora 
tion is not “ immortal,” and the op 
eration of the J ulian law, is proving 
a g ood thing for Kansas City . 
The old g as company is now ask 
ing for a new franchise to furnish 
one dollar g as, and offers the fol 
lowing terms: 
“ The period 
to run is thirty 
y ears. 
“ No ex clusive rig hts are g iven. 
“ Two per cent, of the annua 
g ross receipts must be paid to the 
city . 
The city has the privileg e of 
ex amining the company ’s books to 
verify its statement of business. 
“ No transfer of rig hts shall be 
made to other g as vendors of Kan­ 
sas City or any combinations be en­ 
tered into. 
The penally is the for­ 
feiture of rig hts. 
“ The city may buy the works at 
any time after twelve y ears. 
The 
valuation is to be that of the plant 
only — not franchises or earning ca ­ 
pacity , 
etc.— by a judg e of the 
J ackson 
county 
circuit 
court. 
Neither side waives rig hts of appeal 
to a hig her court. 
The city has 
one y ear to pay for the works.” 
The live cities, 
where 
public 
franchises are valuable, have seen 
the wisdom and justice of requiring 
a revenue from the privileg e!- g rant­ 
ed, and the “ soft snaps” are g oing 
to be scarce from now on.

A number of the guests of the 
Pickwick hotel were seated before 
the comfortable grate fire in the 
reading room of that institution 
talking 
of 
everything, 
says the 
New Orleans Times-Democrat, but 
the weather. 
A t last the conversa­ 
tion got around to a subject that al­ 
ways brings forth a series of inter­ 
esting stories and reminiscences— 
hunting and 
fishing. 
The most 
wonderful tales that 
were 
ever 
evolved in the mind of man were 
passed about as if matters of mere 
everyday occurrence, and the shades 
of Walton and the elder 
Nirnrod 
must have wilted had they been any­ 
where about. 
One of the gentlemen 
had just finished a remarkable story 
of re.scue, in which a fisherman had 
ridden a turtle for two miles olT the 
Florida coast and was finally res­ 
cued by a passing vessel, a little the 
worse for wear and anxiety. 
The members of the party looked 
at each other for a few moments, 
when a local sportsman, who had 
said nothing up to this time, con­ 
cluded it was time to uphold the rep­ 
utation of the locality. 
“ Well, that’s all well and good,” 
he said, “ but a little experience of 
mine some years ago may appear 
quite as remarkable, and I presume 
no one will doubt the truth of the 
narrative when I myself tell it. 
I 
was hunting and fishing in Barataría 
bay, and for several days had en­ 
joyed myself hugely. 
Fish of all 
sorts were plentiful and the marsh 
hens fiew before my gun in clouds. 
It was not an uncommon thing for 
me to load my boat to the gunwales 
with trout and red fish in a single 
morning’s outing, and I could vary 
the monotony of this sort of sport by 
capturing a few tarpon. 
A favorite 
method employed by the fishermen 
in this section of the coast waters is 
to catch the silver fish where the 
waters eddy, and when the gleaming 
fin would break the surface to plunge 
a grain just abaft the dorsal and let 
’er go. 
This w^s sport, and when 
you consider the fact that they, the 
men, usually fished in small pirogues, 
the perfDrmance may well be called 
dangerous. 
I became quite expert 
at this, and would go at the tarpon 
with all the temerity and sangfroid 
of an old timer. 
1 never, however, 
succeeded in gaining a silver fish. 
“ This is not the story I want to 
tell, however. 
One morning when 
I was about two miles from shore, 
right out to sea, I cast my lines and 
the Spanish mackerel began biting 
like mad. 
My hands were blistered, 
and I could scarcely move in the boat 
owing to the vast quantity of the 
beauties which I had pulled in. 
I 
rolled up my lines, settled myself 
for a comfortable row back to shore, 
and was knocked out to find that my 
oars had dropped from the pins and 
fioated off. 
A t first I felt amused at 
the predicament, but this feeling 
changed to something like fear when 
I ascertained that there was not a 
piece of wood in the boat with which 
1 could make a paddle, and I felt 
worse as I noticed a drift seaward 
and that the sun was falling.
